OLD  DUTCH  GROCERY 


HERB  ’/RIGHT  #424  of  Brighton  Mich  has  researched  a  Mich  maverick 
:rade  token  he  acquired,  and  gives  us  this  information: 

The  1  inch  aluminum  octagon,  with  beaded  circle  close  to  edge,  says 
OLD  DUTCH  GROCERY/ /GOOD  FOR  5/IN  TRADE,  and  was  in  circulation  sometime 
between  1920  and  1937. 

On  Jan  1,  1037,  Lawrence  Euler  purchased  ono  acre  of  land  facing 
rrand  River  Indian  Trail  at  Euler  Road  in  Genoa  Twp  of  Livingston  Co. 
fr .  Euler  built  a  log  store  and  tavern  that  became  known  as  the  OLD  DUTCH 
xROCERY,  Ho  then  built  a  frame  barn  to  stable  travelers  horses  oc  oxen 
ised  to  haul  freight  wagons  &  stage  coaches.  Ownership  changed  hands  only 
d  or  7  times  in  139  years,  making  it  the  oldest  operated  place  of  busi- 
iess  in  the  township.  The  original  store  burned  in  the  l80O’s,  A  frame 
structure  burned  in  1938*  Following  various  service  and  repair  opera¬ 
tions,  a  large  new  building  stands  on  the  one  acre  site,  housing  a  motor¬ 
cycle  sales  &  service  shop.  This  pertinent  information  was  excerpted 
from  a  5~pagc  history  research  by  Brighton  resident  William  A.  Pless.

DETROIT  COIN  CLUB  MEDALS 


These  seldom  seen,  low  mintage,  -prestige  medals  of  a  great  coin 
club  issued  during  a  40-yoar  span  make  up  a  collection  in  themselves. 
Mich- TAMS  member  LARRY  FALATER  #210,  a  long  time  member  of  tho  Dotroit 
Coin  Club,  has  a  list  of  medals  issued,  their  mintage  quantities,  and 
certain  specifics,  and  when  he  can  lay  his  hands  on  this  list  we  shall 
try  to  bring  it  to  you.  Meanwhile  x^e  should  get  recorded  here  what 
information  we  glean  from  these  10  issues,  and  3  related  issues. 

C  0MKEM0R AT IFG  l50th  MEETING/DETROIT  AUG  21,  1930  is  in  the  outer 
circle.  Inner  circle  Kttdt  reads  DETROIT  COIN  CLUB/A.N.A.  Within  the 
inner  circle  is  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Detroit.  Just  below  tho  seal 
is  ORGANIZED/FEB  j&pc  lip,  *24.  This'  is  a  leather  "modal"  with  the  37mm 
circle  impressed  Into  an  octagonal  47mm  beautiful  tan  niece  of  leather, 
unifaco  5mm  thick. 

Another  leather  piece,  for  the  same  l50th  meeting,  from  tho  same- 
die  37mm,  is  made  round  without  a  border,  on  "green"  leather  (now  it 
looks  gray)  4mm  thick,  unifaco. 

Tho  300th  meeting  issue  bears  the  same  design,  ha3  the  meeting 
date  a3  Oct  15th,  1936,  i3  smaller,  31mm,  possibly  silver,  and  the 
jewelry  box  It  is  in  bears  tho  name  of  Woyhlng  Bros.,  304  *£&ton  Tower 
and  3040  Gratiot  Avo.  in  Detroit.  The  reverse  has  the  Michigan  State 
Seal  and  the  dates  1836-1936. 

A  full  portrait  of  a  nrominent  Detroiter  adorns  tho  400th  meeting 
commemorative.  This  man  faces  left  and  the  bold  name  around  above  is 
ALBERT  AVERY  GRIN  NELL.  Below  is  FOR  ADVANCEMENT  OF/NUMISMATIC  SCIENCE. 
This  medal  is  silver  39mm,  and  within  the  wreath  on  reverse  is  HONOR 
THE  LIVING,  Around  the  border  is  tho  400th  mooting  information,  and 
the  date  of  January  23,  1941* 

Tho  Bronze  Medal  for  the  4C0th  is  the  same  as  the  silver,  but  a 
tiny  2,  like  a  mintmark,  appears  at  tho  top  of  the  wreath.  Mr.  Falatei 
says  this  signifies  a  second  limited  issue. 

For  tho  600th  meeting,  Nov  29,  1951,  tho  silver  piece  still  has 
the  same  obverse  design,  is  38mm,  may  be  only  plated,  but  has  a  diff¬ 
erent  reverse,  250th  BIRTHDAY  SPECIAL  at  the  bottom,  DETR01T/1701/1951 
at  the  top,  an  eagle  on  a  shield. 

The  600th  meeting  Bronze  M0dal  is  the  same  as  the  silver  one,  is 
two-toned  and  a  beauty  also. 

To  commemorate  tho  900th  mooting,  tho  smaller  35mm  piece,  believed 
to  be  sterling  silver  is  2-toncd  with  black  highlight,  has  the  same 
City  of  Detroit  Seal,  but  is  minus  the  outer  border’s  wording.  Tho 
border  is  ts±k is  plain.  The  reverse  simply  says  900  in  letters  5mm 
high,  MEETINGS  in  smaller  letters,  then  May  19,  1963* 

In  1967,  the  1000th  meeting  held  on  Juno  1,  is  commemorated  with 
a  smaller  version  of  the  1951  (250th)  Landing  of  Cadillac  in  Detroit 
Medal,  also  made  by  Medallic  Art  Co  in  tho  same  light  bronze  color. 

This  medal  is  39mm  and  bears  the  serial  number  on  the  edge  of  193* 
Within  a  wreath  on  thoroverso,  in  5  lines,  is  the  Coin  Club  informa¬ 
tion,  but  tho  date  there  is  February  15,  1924,  instead  of  Fob  14  on 
tho  previous  medals,  and  says  "founded"  where  the  others  said  "organ¬ 
ized".  Why  the  1  day’s  difference? 

The  City  of  Detroit  Goal,  central  theme  of  several  of  tho  above 
medals,  should  bo  a  story  in  itself.  Possibly  some  of  our  members  can 
interpret  it.  In  the  field,  either  side  of  the  central  figures,  arc 
four  words,  too  small  to  road  legibly  on  these  medals,  but  on  a  1931 
Police  F-iold  Day  Modal  they  are  readable.  The  two  on  the  left  aro 
Spcramus  and  Kcliora,  and ■ on  tho  right,  Rosurget  and  Cincribus. 

The  heavy  1951  modal,  official  for  Detroit’s  250th  Birthday,  is 
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a  work  of  art.  T-ith  a  reading  glass  one  can  see  the  designers  name, 

Rene  P.  Chambellan.  MED  ALL  IS  ART  CO.  N.Y.  BRONZE  is  stamped  into  the 
edge.  The  diameter  is  74mm,  the  thickness  4^mm.  In  high  relief  wo  see 
Indians  on  the  shore,  the  landing  in  a  largecanoo  of  Antoine  DoLamothe 
Cadillac  and  his  men,  a  skyline  of  trees  in  the  distance.  Detroit's 
buildings  dominate  the  othor  side.  Old  Port  Pontchartrain  1701  is  at 
the  loft.  The  proposed  (then)  New  Civic  Center  is  toward  the  right 
foreground.  Bold  words  below  arc  PAST,  PRESENT,  FUTURE. 

Two  other  medals  must  be  a  part  of  this  s^ory.  The  Detroit  Coin 
Club  may  well  be  proud  of  the  part  it  played  in  hosting  In  1962  the 
combined  conventions  of  the  American  and  Canadian  Numismatic  Associations. 
Earl  Schill  was  General  Chairman.  ‘The  dates  that  year  were  Aug  l5  -  l8« 
The  sculptor  for  the  2  medals  ,  .  alike  except  1  is  .9991  silver  and  the 
other  is  bronze,  was  Marshall  M.  Fredericks.  Kedallic  Art  Co.  was  the 
maker.  Each  medal  is  serially  numbered  on  the  edge,  matching  the  serial 
number  on  the  little  box  each  is  in.  The  high  relief  design  is  half 
caglo,  half  maple  leaf,  with  the  words  above  AMERICAN- CANADIAN,  and  the 
words  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATIONS  below.  The  reverse  figure  represents  the 
spirit  of  man  as  an  expression  of  God. 

Getting  back  to  the  Club  Medals,  a  tenth  one  is  listed  In  PAUL 
CUNNINGHAM  r£i  coming,  mal  lb  id  auction  as  being  a  1936  issue  In  leather. 

Any  information  of  other  issues,  or  values  of  any,  or  stories  behind 
any  issue  will  be  appreciated . 

T  rr-TjCH  S  T  ATE ,  PI  EASE  ? 

A  commemorative  medal  such  as  a  centennial  souvenir  coin,  naming  a 
county,  should  be  no  trouble  in  attributing  even  if  the  state  is  not 
named.  After  all,  it  Is  for  the.  whole  county,  and  everyone  know's  where 
that  Is.  Are  you  sure?  What  'about  WASHINGTON  COUNTY?  Some  29  states 
have  one.  There  is  a  Jefferson  County  in  26  states,  and  a  Jackson  County 
in  2i|.  Lincoln  County  is  also  in  24,  plu3  one  in  Ontario,  and  one  In 
England.  Twenty  states  have  a  Madison  County,  12  have  an  Adams  County, 
and  12  a  Johnson  County.  There  are  also  2  states  having  a  Johnston 
County.  Probably  leading  the  non-pros idential  names  is  Clark  County 
appearing  in  12  states,  and  Clarke  County  in  another  5.  The  common 
name  of  Smith  is  the  name  of  only  4  counties.  Only  one  county  in  the 
U.S.  la  called  Winkler  County,  a  comparative  newcomer.  It  is  In  Texas. 
Their  Golden  Jubilee  souvenir  coin,  the  usual  G/F  50/  bronze,  is  SE™11 
and  gives  the  years  1910-1960.  Tho  large  building  depicted  is  likely  a 
courthouse  or  county  building.  No  state  name  is  on  the  piece.  The  seard 
to  determine  the  state  prompted  tho  information  in  this  paragraph.
